Peace talks at 
delicate stage

Two Israelis sentenced in 
New York diamond murder 


NEW YORK (UPI). — Two Israeli 
diamond cutters convicted of 
murdering a gem broker at an office 
in Manhattan's diamond district last 
year were sentenced yesterday to 25 
years to life in prison. 

Members of the Hassidic Jewish 
community where the victim, 
Pinhas Jaroslawicz, 25, had lived, 
cheered and applauded as the 
sentences were handed down on 
Shlomo Tal, 32, of Plainview, Long 
Island, and Pinhas Balabin, 30, of 
Manhai 


ttan. 
Tal and Balabin were charged 
with bludge and 


Jaroslawicz at Tal's office on 
September 20, 1977, and taking the 
diamonds he was carrying. The 
gems, now valued at some $1.5m., 
never were recovered 


Justice Aloysius Melia, who 
Manhattan 


presided at the trial in 

Supreme Court that resulted in Tal 
and Balabin’s convictions on Oc- 
tober 6, said, “I find no mitigating 
factors’' to warrant a lesser 
sentence. 

The judge characterized the slay- 
ing as a “cold, vicious, brutal 
murder of a hardworking family 
man.” 

Before his sentence was imposed, 
Balabin told the court, "Ὁ was found 


guilty by evidence based on Hes. I 
hope I wili be found innocent at a 
later day." 

Attorneys for both men said they 
would appeaj the convictions. Tal’s 
attorney, Steven Hyman, told the 
judge his client was the father of 
three and had a wife who had had to 
apply for welfare and foodstamps — 
which would not have been 
necessary if her husband had taken 
the missing diamonds. 

In urging the 25-year-to-life 
sentence, assistant district attorney 
Peter Stevens said neither Tal nor 
Balabin had ‘shown any remorse for 
his greed or made any arrangement 
for the return of the diamonds.” 

The jury deliberated for two days 
before finding that the two men had 
struck Jaroslawicz over the head 
τι a blunt instrument and strangi- 
ed him. 

The victim's body was wrapped in 
plastic and pleced in a wooden hox in 
Tal’s office, and it was not dis- 
covered until Tal told police about 
the body six days later. 

Tal had told police that two mask- 
ed men forced their way into his of- 
fice to await Jaroslawicz's arrival. 
He said they made him hide the body 
and threatened his life.

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Schmidt asks forgiveness for Nazi crimes 


COLOGNE (UPI). — Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt, speaking on the an- 
aiversary of Kristalinacht, said 
yesterday he belteves Germans have 
learned the leason of thelr history 
and asked Jews for forgiveness. 

“It 1g not for us te call on the Jews 
of the world for forgiveness.”’ 
Schmidt told an assembly in 
Cologne's great synagogue, “but we 
may ask for forgiveness.” 

Schmidt was speaking at & 
memorial service on the anniversary 
of Kristalinacht — the first pogrom 
against German Jews by Adolf 
Hitler's Nazi regime In 1938. It 
became known aa &risialinacht 
because of the glittering piles of 
broken giass littering Germany's 
main business streets after Nazi 
thugs smashed the windows of some 
7,500 Jewish-owned businesses. 

During the night the Nexis killed 91 
Jews, sent another 30,000 Jews to 
concentration camps, and destroyed 
267 synagogues. 

“The truth is that many Germans 
knew of the crimes and disapproved 
of them, but that many others knew 
nothing or almost nothing about 
them, Schmidt said. The truth is that 
nevertheless ail of this took place 
before the eyes of a large number of 
German fellow-citizens and that 


another large number had direct 
knowledge of these events. 

“The truth is that a majority of the 
people remained timidiy silent, and 
that the churches also remained 
timidly silent although synagogue 
and church serve the same God and 
are rooted in the spirit of the same 
testament.” 

Schmidt said the Nazis were able 
to seize power and carry out their 
erlminal scheme with the ac- 
quiescence of most Germans 


because preceding generations had- 


failed to prepare the ground for ἃ 
democratic system guaranteeing the 
freedom and dignity of the in- 
dividual. 

The Nazi erime began with 


violence against books, the shouting - 


down of anyone with another opinion, 
contempt for fellow-men and the re- 
jection of the democratic system, 
Schmidt said. 

“Murder was the logical conse- 
quence,” the chancellor declared. 

“We have to learn the detestability 
of all blanket judgments, whether 
they are directed againat 'the Jews," 
‘the Germans,” ‘the Communists,’ 
“the Capitalists,’ ‘the System’ or ‘the 
Establishment," Schmidt said. “We 
have to learn that in our divided 
world, and in every society, Ireedom 


must be seen a3 a room for move- 
ment in which there are legal and 
moral limits to the freedom of the in- 
dividuai and of groups."’

Moslem clerics for Shah’s security panels 


TEHERAN (Reuter). — Iran's 
military government yesterday 
ordered action against violent anti- 
Shah elements in the ces and 
asked Mosiem leaders to help 
oversee new security measures. 

After a two-hour cabinet meeting, — 
the government of Gen. Gholamreza 
Azhari ordered provincial governors 
to form committees, including 
religious leaders, to investigate and 
identify people responsible for re- 
cent disturbances and take action to 

“restore and maintain peace in the 
areas. 

‘This is the first time in months of 
dissension, which came to a climax 
with a major riot in the capital on 
Sunday, that the influential religious 
leaders have heen offered the oppor- 
tunity to participate in government 
action. 

Moslem clergymen have played a 
major role in recent anti-Shah ac- 
tivities, and the nation's mosques 
have become a focal point of political 
unrest. 

(In Paris yesterday the exiled 
chief of the religious opposition to 
the” Shah, Ayatolla Khomanini, 
said that the Shah should be put 
on trial for crimes committed during 
Khomaint's exile.) 

Yesterday's government order, 
broadcast by Teheran radio, in- 
structed governors to hold com- 


" mittee meetings at least once 4 


week. They were ordered to 
prosecute and punish those responsi- 


ble for inciting riots and violence. 

While this order was in line with 
the strong security measures taken 
in the capital to restore order, it was 
also seen as a move to defuse the 
religious opposition. 

Orthodox Moslem leaders have ac- 
cused the Shah's successive 
governments of eroding traditional 
religious values in their haste to 
modernize the country. 

Leading clergy also demand im- 
plementation of constitutional 

ions which would ,ive a coun- 
cll of five eldera veto ‘power over 
laws which they felt were not in line 
with Islamic ‘principles. 


The Shah has also ordered a 
review of the multi-million-dollar 
Pablavi Foundation which controls 
hig vast personal fortune for the 
benefit of the country’s poor. 


The foundation — named after the 
Shah's family — was set up with the 
fortune he inherited from his father 
in land, property, banks and ship- 


ping. ‘ 
Until recently it was managed by 
Jaafar Sharif-Emami, whose brief 
government ended at the weekend 
after his attempt to stem the tide of 
anti-regime feeling foundered in the 
violence which swept the capital in 
protest against the shooting of two 
students at Teheran University. 
Wednesday night's announcement 
of a judicial inquiry said it was the. 
Shah's wish-that members of the’ 


royal family should, in their conduct 
and behaviour, meticulously observe 
laws, moral principles, ethics, rights 
and justice. 

The inquiry, led by a judge, will 
report within two months, and if any 
irregularities are uncovered swift 
action will be taken to return proper- 
ty to its rightful owners, the an- 
nmouncement said.

Russian researchers 
rebuilding Borodino 
MOSCOW (Reuter). — The 
battlefield where Russia defeated 
Napoleon in 1812 is being recreated 
on the spot by Soviet archeologists. 

They are digging on the site 112 
km. west of Moscow and studying 
Paintings and memoirs to 
reconstruct the field of the battle of 
Borodino down to the last trench, the 
Communist Party daily “Pravda” 
said yesterday.

IN FEBRUARY, 1968, after six

Hon, Siniavaky and his close friend 
Yulin Daniel were charged with 


slandering the Soviet state and peo- ‘ 


ple. Sinfavsky was sentenced to 
Zeven yeara in labour camps. 

In his address to the court, 
Sinfavaky denied any criminal act or 
intent and gave his explanation of 
the charges: ‘'If I am simply 
different from others, they have to 
start ἃ me.” 

Today, Sinijavsky thinks that the 
trial was a terrible error on the part 
of the Soviet regime: “This was the 

point,” he says, puffing ner- 
vously on a cigarette. ‘The in- 
telligentsia was ripe for open dis- 
sent, and our tria) became the focus 
of petitions and protests," 

it was, in fact, the first explosion 
in a chain reaction of protest that 
stilt continues. As the first trial aince 
Stalin's time in which a writer was 
punished sciely for the content of hia 
writings, it became a test of in- 
telligentala status in the classical 
sense of the titelligent aa the con- 
science of society. 

“Today,” says Sintavaky, “there 
is a deep retrogresgive freeze in 
Soviet 118, yet despite this the 
authorities are unable to destroy 
completely the protest movement 
which crystallized around our trial." 

Even though they may not be total- 
ly opposed to the Soviet regime, 
young people have a healthy ecep- 
ticiem and curiosity which will lead 
them to read and create uncensored 
Uterature. This passes from hand to 
hand, helping to form public taste, 
keeping important values before the 
readers and even exercising some 
measure of critical pressure on the 
official Uterature as well, 


DESPITE THESE HOPES, 
Siniavsky sees no probability of an 
eventual victory for the dissidents, 
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no prospect of democratization in the 
Soviet Union. The freeze will con- 
tinue much as at present with only 
marginal variation, for better or 
"cons peein τοεεταςᾳ 
javsky's pe: 

Soviet political life deepens when he 
considers the plight of the Jews 
there: ‘The atmosphere is like the 
eve of a pogrom," he says. The 
Soviet prees abounds in anti-Jewish 
material and economic discrimina- 
tion is spreading. The Jew who 
leaves the Soviet Union is pictured 
ΔΒ ἃ traitor, and the Jew. who 
remains is suspect as a potential 
emigré and, therefore, a potential 
traitor.

Released from prison camp after 
serving six years — ‘perhaps they 
wanted to show the world that they 
were humane by releasing Abram 
Tertz a year early'' — Siniaveky 
spent two years trying to reinstate 
himself as ἃ critic and writer.

At the end of those two years, 
Siniavaky was given permission to 
emigrate and settled in Paris, where 
he now teaches Russian art and 
Mterature at the Sorbonne.

DESPITE HIS disdain of politics and 
hia reluctance to be a sooia! activist, 
Siniavaky speaka out regularly at 
public meetings on behalf of writers 
and thinkers harassed by the Soviet 
authorities. At present he is par- 
tieularly amious about the fate of 
Alexander Ginzburg, recently 
sentenced to eight years in Soviet 
labour camps — his third term of im- 
prisonment, Ginzburg was one of the 
main figures in rallying world opi- 
nion on behalf of Siniavaky. 

He would like to see others, not 
directly involved, supporting Soviet 
dissidents. In a literary discussion at 
the Hebrew University recently with 
visiting American author John Up- 


tion. Kaufman admits that Klein's

“THE SILENCE that descended on 
Klein," says the film-maker, "could 
have been brought about by any 
number of things: the fact that his 
Jewish constituency had vanished 
into suburbia and assimilation, tak- 
ing away his creative environment;

“THERE is no shame in weeping here, whether it be in 
sorrow or in rage," stated John Najmann, a member of 
the JLA Leadership Mission, in his opening remarks to the 
group as they prepared to enter the Yad Vashem Museum 
— the living memorial to the six million Jewish souls who

“Kristalinacht incorporated all 
the ingredients of what happened 
later in Europe under the Nazis. 
Already in 1938, the scenaric ig set. 
We have the perpetrators, the vic- 
tims. and the bystanders,” stated 
Bar Mor. 


“The Nazis created 8 
metaphysical) entity of evil out of 
the Jewish people and they fought 
this being physically. But the Jewa 
could only symbolically defy the 
Nazis,"" explained Bar Mor. 

Bar Mor went on to note the 
changed atmosphere that has evolv- 
ed since the creation of Israel: 


“In 1975, at the 37th anniversary 
of Kristalinacht, Zionism was 

equated with racism. It was 
presented once again as a symbol of 
evil. But now there exists the 
backbone of a Jewish state united 
with Jewish communities 
throughout the world. No longer is 
Jewish defiance merely a symbolic 
act."

But the three 
French channels argue that the 
theme is better treated documentari- 
ly than as fiction, that programme 
time is not available, and that funds 
are lacking. Israeli writer and 
painter Marek Halter has called for a 
whip-round in order to find the 
money.

FORTUNATELY, I am not an ac- 
complished student of economics 
and, therefore, entitled to an opinion. 
Tam old enough to have realized that 
no sooner does one economic wizard 
present his point of view than 
another appears with a completely 
different opinion, particularly when 
they happen to belong to opposing 
political parties.

My banking experience is limited 
to a frustrating attempt to keep my 
bank account in balance, which is 
not an easy matter these days.

Banks appear to have excellent 
public relations advisers, they are 
polite — even when they are on 
strike — but they are certainly lousy 
neighbours. 

They have little patience for my 
kind of a customer, the little 
customer. Money is their business, 
but speculation, big money, or stock 
market deals are not my kettle of 
fish. 

Still I do need a bank. After all, 
commitments are made and one's 
salary goes straight there, Most of 
the balance is spent in meeting 
obligations, but there comes a time 
when you rally all your resources to 
buy 4 car, a TV set, ἃ piece of fur- 
niture.

adheres to the doctrine that they 
must satisfy the requirements of the 
Arabs and primarily of Saudi Arabia, 

they continue pressing Israel to 
Feturn to those lines. 

As even in oil-huugry America it is 
not pleasant to have to admit this in 
public, what is more natural for 
sophisticated politicians than to hint 
or ta say openly: Poor Israelis, they 
are a bit crazed by memories of the 
Holocaust. ᾿ 

No.other people, except a defeated 
aggressor, would be so pressed. The 
only sane reaction in Jarael should be 
to reflect this pressure, however un- 


.popular this may make us. Not 


because of the Holocaust in Europe, 
but because of what has happened 


. here -in Eretz Yisrael with our 


enemies, and with our friends. This is 
what it is important to recall, it may 
be vital to our existence as a state. 


WHEN THE ARAB states in 1948 in- 
.vaded Palestine, the Western nations . 


. who had voted for the establishment 


of the Jewish state did not jump to 


- Israel's aid. The prospect of 4 second 


attempt — no more than three years 
after the Holocaust — to destroy ἃ 
part of the Jewish people did not 


" move them. . 


The British actively ‘helped the 
Arabs and armed them to.the teeth. 
‘The. U.S. Government, knowing this, 
declared an. embarg “on both

therefore, the birth of Israel could 
(and very likely would) have been 
‘prevented, and the Jewish population 
forced to defend its homes and 
families with knives and sticks, It 


‘was Soviet arms and the desperate 
bravery of the raw israel Army that 


Saved the day. ᾿ 
Ἢ Ια no secret that already then 


j “Us. reversal of her policy on parti- 


tion was due, in part at least, to the 
pressures of the oll Interests, in- 


'. stigdted by Saudi Arabia. The first 
. Jesson to be learnt iz thos not from 


the Holocaust, but from the con-" 


- volntions ‘of Great Power policies, in 


this: case. specifically, American 


decide that there are more important 


‘issues than the safety (and thus even 


of the survival) of Israel (or of 
anybody else). 

The events of 1948 do not bear only 
the historic lesson of example. They 
are, in fact, an integral component of 
the debate in 1978. From that day to 
this, the U.S. Government has not 
only obstinately ignored the cons- 
tant, specifically articulated, and 
assiduously disseminated threat to 
Israel's existence, but has equally 
obstinately insisted on according an 
implicit legittmization of the Arab in- 
vasion of 1948. 


Their grotesque current clatm that 
Jewish settlement in Judea and 
Samaria is “‘illegal'’ stems osten- 
gibly from the presumption that 
israel in 1967 occupied ‘sovereign’ 
territory, meaning that somehow 
Jordan had, by her illegal 1948 inva- 
sion and subsequent annexation, ac- 
quired sovereign rights in, Western 
Eretz Yisrael. ' 


Now, in these very days, U.S. 


. propaganda is in full cry to promote 


the theme that: Eastern Jerusalem, 
part of Jordan's illegal occupation, 
should be handed over to Arab con- 
trol. 

‘The exponents of this travesty of 
history, of international relations, of 
the rule of law and of elementary 
justice, do not even try to justify it 
rationally. They depend on the fact 
that they have the prestige of a Great 
Power behind them and on its capaci- 
ty to set large propaganda machines 
in motion. They. thus smother the 
very cogent criticism of their policy 
expressed in their own country. As 
for the Israeli point of view — “well, 
after all, you know, over- 
sensitive...the Holocaust..."" 


THE “SECONDARY mani- 
festations of U.S. policy are too 
numerous to elaborate on in a 
newspaper article. Reference to a 
few will serve as a pointer to the 
nature of the lesson we and our 
friends should bear in mind. 

In 1957 (after the Sinai Campaign) 
Israel was pressed heavily by the 
Eisenhower Administration to 
withdraw from Sinai and the Gaza 
Strip. There was ne reason in law and 
equity why she should do so, and thus 
restoring to the aggressor favorable 
conditions: for further aggression. 
She was promised, however, that in 


. Case Egypt again closed. the Straits 


of Tiran this would be recognized as 
ἃ casue belli, and the U.S. and nine 
other maritime nations would take 
action ageinst Egypt. In 1967, when 
Egypt, with the other Arab states, 

ἃ to launch a further attempt 


‘at Israel's aniihilation, and closed 
- the Tiran Straits, President Johnson 


could not find the 1957 document in 
the files. . 

In 1970, under heavy American 
persuasion, Israel agreed to accept 
the “Rogers Initiative," which in- 
volved.a ceasefire anda “standstill.” 
Twelve hours after the agree- 
ment, the Egyptians broke the 
standstill] by moving down to the Suez 
Canal the lethal Soviet 5A 6 migsiles, 
multiplying tremendously the power 
of attack of Egypt's front line. 


Israel pressed Washington to have 
the status quo restored. Washington 
for weeks pretended that it was not 
certain that the missiles had been 
moved. Unable finally to maintain 
the pretence, she did indeed begin ex- 
erting pressure — on Israel (to ig- 
nore the missile threat and resume 
talks with UN mediator Jarring). 


In America, strong voices pointed 
out that if Egypt attacked again, 
those missiles at the canal would cost 
Israel hundreds of lives. They did: 
they made possible the full exploita- 
tion of Egypt's surprise offensive 
three years later — on Yom Kippur 
Day. 


IT WAS U.S. diplomatic pressure 
that denied 15:86] the completion of 
her victory after she had recovered 
from that disastrous attack. The 
territorial and psychological conse- 
quences for Israel of America’s 
diplomatic offensive in the months 
following the Yom Kippur War were 
to convert her from a victorious na- 
tion to a defeated one. Her. second 
withdrawal! In Sinai in 1975 (after an 
application by Washington of the 
kind of pressure Mr. Lewis promises 
the Carter Administration will not 
use — holding up of arms suppifes) 
was accompanied by expressions of 
gratitude at her helping America win 
more of the good graces of Egypt and 
strengthen her stance against the 
Soviet Union. 

it was accompanied by the more 
tangible promise that Israe}] — who 
had given up’ the ofl of Abu Rodeis 
and the strategic passes in Sinai — 
would receive the new F(15 planes. 
Three years later, when the time 
came for this promise to be realised 
in a decision by Congreaa, it was dis- 
covered that the Carter Administra- 
tion would not fulfil that undertaking 
unless #-15s were similarly sold to 
Israel's fast-arming enemy, Saudi 
Arabia. 


SHOULD ISRAEL finally accede to 
United States pressure, or coaxing, 
or artful diplomatic persuasion, and 
squeeze herself into the 1949 Ar- 
mistice Lines (and if the Camp David 
agreements are fully consummated, 
this is what is most likely to happen) 
there is no doubt that in that 
vulnerable state she will be the ob- 
ject of a further coordinated attempt 
by the Arab States at her elimination 
— in order to “restore the unity of the 
Arab world.” 

Does anybody seriously believe 
that in such circumstances the U.S. 
(if she is still in the Sandi thrall) wil? 
rush to Israel's aid? We are indeed 
not talking now of the Holocaust, but 
of hard experience and immediate 
realities. 

Most Israelis understand the 
problem of U.S. policy makers who, 
because of their perception of their 
overall interest, feel they must work 
to have Israel reduced to proportions 
which, while dangerous, wili not, 
they hope, be lethal. ‘This perceptiqn 
will — in the view of this writer, as 
well a3 of many Americans — be dis- 
astrous not only for Israel, but for the 
U.S. as well. . 

But the dialogue between us should 
be rational; and “persuasion” not 
one-sided.

THEIR HOUSES have no electricity, 
they sleep on floor mattresses, and 
the property they just moved onto 
has been earmarked for Egypt 
within three years. 

SHI. the 18 families of Moshav 
Talmei Yosef, the newest Israeli 
settlement in the Rafiah area are 
happy to be living at last in their own 
homes, undaunted by the probability 
that they will have to abandon them 
before their sandy plots are covered 
with lawns. 

“TI don't care if we have to move 
out of here in a few years,” says 
Amy Vowell, 24, who with her hus- 
band Mike has just planted a dunam 
of chrysanthemums in one of their 
two glasshouses. ‘‘It just feels 
wonderful to be able to Hive in our 
own homes and work on our own 
farms," adds the former Bronx resi- 
dent 

For the last 16 months the 
members of Talmei Yosef, most of 
whom are from English-: 
countries, have been living in the ab- 
sorption centre 30 kilometres away 
at Merkaz Zohar. During that time 
they waited patiently for their homes 
and glasshouses to be constructed 
and for sewage, water, and elec- 
trical lines to be installed. 

In July they planted their flower 
beds and began tending their plots, 
commuting to and from the moshav. 
They were scheduled to move into 
their housea last month, once the elec- 
tric lines were connected and they 
had the go-ahead from the Jewish 


Mey. 
But when the news came down 
from Camp David that their settle- 
ment — along with 12 others in the 
Rafieh salient — would be handed 
over to Egypt, the settlers decided to 
move immediately into their un- 
finished houses. On September 26, 
under the spotlight of a media 
scouting for the creation of new 
settlements, the members of Talmei 
Yosef and the Russian nucleus of 
Priel, an adjacent moshav, took up 
residence in their new homes. 
Talmei Yosef does not belong to 
the moshav movement. And rather 
than making a political statement 
the group acted out of fear over the 
prospect of having to spend ea few 
more years in the absorption centre 
waiting for a new moshav to be built. 
Accordingly, the Talmei Yosef 
settlers decided to make their 
presence on the site an indisputable 
t

Shul, who represents the moshav 
on the regional council, explains that 
the Jewish Agency Settlement 
Department did not object when the 
group moved in ahead of schedule. 
“The Agency has provided us with 
technical assistance and told us that, 
until or unless we hesr otherwise, 
the moshav will be developed as 
planned,"* adds Skul. 

That the families have no electrici- 
ty on the moshav is attributed to the 
usual delays in ins! lines and 
not, says Shul, to any deliberate et- 
fort to dissuade the members from 
moving in and thereby violating any 
understanding at Camp David. The 
settlers expect to have electricity in 
a week or so, whereupon they will 

“bring their furniture from storage 
at Haifa port. 

How does it feel to be living in a 

manner akin to their Beduin 
neighbours? ‘It's really not so bad," 
says Frances Shui, ‘although until 
we have furniture and hot water, we 
can't really feel settled in."’ 
’ The families cook their meals on 
campfire stoves, use gas lanterns, 
and take their babies to the Zohar 
absorption centre for baths. . 

“There's even an advantage to not 
having lights and television, in that 
we can get plenty of sleep after a 
long day's work in the hothouses,” 
adds Joe Shul with a smile. 

Some of the members admit that, 
however temporary their stay in the

They are 
more interested in pursuing a way of 
life than a political objective, and 
therefore accept without protest the 
likelihood that they will have to up- 
root themselves in a few years’ time. 

“‘We came here to help develop the 
land,"’ says an immigrant from 
England. “ὦ can live and work 
within the Green Line as well." 

The immediate problem faced by 
the moshav is filling out the group. 
Housing is available for 40 families, 
twice the number now living on the 
site. Recruiting new members, 
however, is not easy given the uncer- 
tainty surrounding the moshav. 

Still, the young settlers continue 
planting their flowers and preparing 
additional greenhouses for raising 
tomatoes. Much as they are 
prepared to leave their settlement in 
the interest of peace, they probably 
won't do go in a spirit of bi-national 
cooperation. 

“Before I leave this hothouse I'd 
like to remove 811 the screws and 
hand it over on a windy day in 
August," says perspiring Joe Shul as 
he secures his new glass structure 
with additional fasteners.

LONDON: — The British brigantine 
“Eye of the Wind" recently set sail 
on the first lap of a two-year round. 
the-world voyage to mark the 400th 
anniversary of Sir Francis Drake's 
circumnavigation of the globe. 

Organized by soldiers and scien- 
tists, ‘‘Operation Drake" will 
provide an opportunity for 200 young 
people from several! countries to take 
Part in a programme which com- 
bines adventure with serious scien- 
{τς exploration and community 
projects. 2 

The voyage began in royal style 
with the commissioning ceremony on 
Sunday, October 22, when Prince 
Charles took the heim on the first 
“Jeg,” prior to the start of the 45,000- 
mile journey. 

No less than 38,000 English- 
speaking youngsters worldwide have 
competed for the privilege of a place 
in the crew — a far cry from the days 
of Sir Francis Drake, when naval 
press-gangs roamed Britain's sea- 
ports conning and “cajoling young 
men into the dangers and discom- 
forts of seafaring life. 

Drake's three-year circumnaviga- 
tion of 1577-80 partly inspired the pre- 
sent voyage, the main aim of which is 
to provide a positive response to 
Prince Charles's claim that modern 
youth want ‘some of the challenges 
of war in a peacetime situation." 


AND TOUGH challenges, mental and

ON THE RED SEA, they will assist 
Angio-Sudanese scientists studying 
the starfish which threaten to 
destroy many coral reefs around the 
world. 

The expedition will head home 
through the Suez Canal and the 
Mediterranean. Two years from’ 
now, it will be back in Great Britain. 

A total of 200 explorers from 
ell walks -of-life will-have-taken part 
ΠΗ an immense range of Projects, in- 
cluding community building, ‘‘inven- 
tory” studies of Beds and animals, 
geological research, verification of 
satellite pictures, pollution monitor- 
ing, exploration of rivers never 
before navigated, and areas seldom 
penetrated by natives. 

The organizers, who include 
Drake's descendants, expect the 
result to be "8 mutual exchange of 
ideas and expertise"' to the benefit of 
Britain as well as of the countries 
visited. 

“This will be an experience of a 
lifetime,’' says Blashford-Snell. “I 


- think our young explorers will come 


back with a much broader idea of 
fe. Expeditions of this kind do 
change people and widen their at- 
titudes. 

“It is quite clear from meetings 
with international youth 
organizations, universities and 
schools that today's youth want to be 
stretched in ways not normally open 
to them. 

“We hope that the young explorers 
will inspire others to take up similar 
challenges.""

The decision will be a biow for 
many small dairy farmers, who ac- 
quired their cows and milking equip- 
ment with the help of easy loans from 
the moshav movement and the 


The spokesman explained that 
there were many farmers who today ~ 
had ἃ quota of 75,000 litres of milk a 
year and were not making a living 
trom this. On the other hand, bigger 
farmers with quotas of about 200,000 
litres were making a living, but only 
by operating at top efficiency. In- 
creasing these quoras to 250,000 litres 
would be profitable for the bigger 
farmers and avert ἃ milk shortage. 

A moshav dairy farmer who has 35 
cows producing about 200,000 litres of 
milk a year told The Post that the 
government's proposed step was a 
very good one. He explained first 
that this was a ‘‘natura)”’ step, since 
many of the small farmers who were 
not making a living were a burden on 
the economy and were the cause for 
the shortage. Some had ever sold 
their milk cows, he sald. 

The farmer added that the trend to 
bigger farms was international and 
not reatricted-to Israel. "Dairy far- 
ming today is an industry, and you 
can only compete if you are big. You 
can only make ἃ living by producing 
big quantities at a small profit, just 
like a supermarket,” he said. 
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Snags i in Washington 


IT WAS unclear yesterday whether the talka in Washington 
between Israel and Egypt had run aground, or simply into last- 
minute snags, usual in negotiating tactics. 

Whai was more apparent was that the early pronouticements, 
especially from Israeli sources, regarding the speedy conclu- 
sion of the negotiations were overly optimistic. It was, in any 
case, unrealistic to expect that long-standing issues and long- 
standing mutual distrust could be solved and dispelled in a 
smooth negotiating process unmarked by threats of breakdown. 

The latest difficulty has derived both from Cairo and 
Jerusalem. President Sadat has apparently directed his 
negotiators to insist on more explicit language establishing the 


linkage between the Egyptian-Israeli peace treaty and im- . 


plementation of the autonomy pian on the West Bank and Gaza. 

At the same time the Israeli Cabinet balked even at the am- 
biguous formulation of the issue that had been concluded in 
Washington by Israel's negotiators. Complicating the matter 
was the absence in Canada of Prime Minister Begin. Thus a con- 
fusing picture of Israel emerged, as if the Government was 
speaking in three different voices, from three different locations 
— Jerusalem, Washington ‘and Ottawa. 

Plainly what had occurred was that the Cabinet, without Mr. 
Begin's presence, felt more tree to reject the positions adopted 
by Moshe Dayan and Ezer Weizman in Washington. 


There is, of course, no reason why Israel should not engage in . 


tenacious negotiating. The tangible values Israel} is relin- 
quishing in Sinai require firmness and caution in return, and es- 
pecially the assurance that difficulties that may he encountered 
regarding the autonomy scheme will not be able to undo what 
has been agreed with Egypt. 

But it would be more reassuring if it could be believed with 
certainty that the hard line demanded by the’ Cabinet this week 
was in fact a genuine negotiating requirement and not the end 
result of internal contention unresolved because the Premier 
was away. 


Voters deserve better 


INTERIOR MINISTER Yosef Burg has already promised that 
Tuesday's municipal elections, the first held under a new elec- 
tion law, will be the subject of examination to establish how well 
the new system worked and where it can be improved. Apart 
from the objective necessity of analysing a new system this may 
also reflect the hardly concealed lack of enthusiasm Dr. Burg 
and his Ministry displayed about elections that were dumped in 
their laps after hasty and ill-considered decisions by the 
Knesset. 

Despite misgivings that the Israeli voter would not be able to 
“scope” with a system that required putting the two coupons of 
his choice in one envelope, this aspect of the elections did not 
cause problems. The public coped despite the absence of an ex- 
tended TV campaign explaining the new method. 

However, there were numerous complaints once again that 
voters’ names were not included in the lists even after they had 
reported this to the Interior Ministry. And in East Jerusalem 
some 2,000 votes are said to have been Jost because the ad- 
dresses in the population register have not been corrected for up 
to seven years. 

The Ministry's machinery for tabulating and making public 
the official results also showed itself rather hopelessly inef- 
ficient. 

A special press election centre was set up at the Journalists’ 
Association in Beit Agron in Jerusalem, and::the 
assured the press that reliable information would be available. 
But it was not able even to supply a standardized list of results. 
As a result, the projections of the TV forecast on the night of the 
elections and the partial reports in the newspapers achieved 
almost official status. Even the results released through the 
Government Press Office were not transmitted in any standar- 
dized form. 

It may be well to maintain that the final and ‘official results 
will eventually reach the candidates '‘whose concern it really 
15." But that is not true. Every voter should have ready and im- 
mediate access to the same information if he is to be en- 
couraged to participate in the democratic process. 

Dr. Burg and his ministry have much to reexamine,
